Internally there was renewed and Increased 
agitation hy the Anglo-Saxon Immigrants for 
representative Institutions, there was the ex¬ 
traordinary tangle of the British and French 
law to unravel, ahd finally there waa the settle¬ 
ment of the loyalists to accomplish with the 
alleviation of their distress and the satisfying 
of their desire for freehold tenure of land In 
piece Of prevailing seigniorial tenure. Alto- _ 
gether a vexatious, An anxious, a nerve-racking, 
period of adjustment. 

Loula de Biiade, Comte de Frontenar. stands 
out as the 9 freatest personality, the most pic¬ 
turesque and dominating rtf th* line of French 
Governors of Canada. Blr Gur Car 1st on. Baron 
Dorchester, like Frontensc, towers above th* 
line of British Governors, a man whose ser¬ 
vice to this our country and to the British 
Empire was beyond computation and reward, 
and the results of which have endured.

EVIDENCE VALID 
"In Rex v Ri< kley (19091. 71 J P. 21*. 
a woman spy had lean employed by the 
police to secure by pretences a convlc- j 
tlon for supplying noxious thing* with 
unlawful intent, and the Court of, 
Criminal Appeal held, aa correctly re- i 
ported In the h*adnote. that *A pwi 
spy or agent provocateur la not an 
accomplice, and tha practice that a 
lury should not act on tha uncorrcbor- 
Ated evidence Of xn ncrompltre doe* not 
apply to the rose of such * person/ 

**In R. v. Heuser (1910). 4 Cr. Ap 74, 
the accused was convicted of gross In¬ 
decency by mean* of a trap laid by th# 
police who employed a young man for 
the purpose who went with the »u*- 
pected person Into a lane where police 
officer* were hidden pursuant to nn ar¬ 
ranged plan, and an appeal wo* taken 
to the Court of Appeal, composed of 
I/ord Alveraton*. C.J., Mr. Justice IMrk- 
ford and Mr Justice Avory. on the 
point as to whether ihe police who 
planned the trap nhould be regarded aa 
arrompllt e* and hence corroboration of 
their testimony would be necessary.

AD FORTUNES TOLD 
"The most recent lllu*tratloRg of the 
practice I shall quote I* R. v Annie 
Wood ham 11994). 41 ftol. Jor. 223. 

wherein a fortune teller wag convict#*] 
at Richmond Polio# Court on the evi¬ 
dence of two women, member* of the 
Women's Police Patrol attached to 
How Street Police Rtatlon. who detailed 
the circumstances showing the success¬

Neodosho. Ken.. July 8.—Natural 
gas experts and ueera of the pro¬ 
duct who have felt apprehension 
over the possible failure of aan«l gas 
wells, see In tha development of the 
■hale gag Industry hope that perhaps 
for another generation or longer tho 
supply will be bountiful. 

When the great natural gas field* 
in this section began to show ex¬ 
haustion. oil men aa wall ka the 
people saw the Impending return to 
other fuel* In 1*21 several practi¬ 
cal gag men began to discuss the 
possibilities of developing what ora 
known as shale gas or brown lime 
gag wells on a commercial scale. 
These men recalled that at various 
places in thla section there were 
•mall gaa well* which had been pro¬ 
ducing steadily ever since they were 
drilled. But the gas from thee wella 
was wet. How to commercialize the 
product by finding a method of sepa¬ 
rating th* water from the gas be¬ 
came the question. 

COMPANY ORGANIZED 

A group of Neodeoha men or¬ 
ganized to handle the new industry- 
on a large scale. The company leased 
hundreds of sores of land In this 
vicinity and drilling operations were 
started. Wells were drilled with 
great success, and the men asserted 
they- eaeeiiRlead -UUle of Tha nil ca r ■ 
faliTty' fnYr itf drtrmtt 'TW^aanff gas. 
In addition, they said, there were as¬ 
surances. the wells drilled would have 
rmarkable longevity. The industrial 
promise of lime gas la a large factor. 
SOURCE UNSOLVED 

The source of shale gas remains 
unsolved, although the United Stairs 
Bureau of Mines has advanced the 
thory that tha gaa. which la pro¬ 
duced In encountering the ahale and 
salt water below the Oswego lime. Is 
absorbed in the water and carried 
many thousands of miles. The larg* 
amount of gas absorbed by the water 
la given aa the reason for the fact 
that the gaa does not decrease whan 
being jlrwwn upon. The bureau be¬ 
lieves'‘that until many thousands of 
wella have been drilled, the decrease 
of the shale gaa supply will not be 
appreciable. 

600 WELLE 

Approximately 500 wella are pro¬ 
ducing shale gaa. some of them 
through plugs, some outside of the 
tubing and others through apparatus 
rigged up for farm use. Many of them 
have produced constantly for up¬ 
ward of thirty years. 

Hhale gaa come* from th# tub- 
Ing a perfect mixture of water and 
«ae. it Is received into a standing 
separator, th# gas going out of the 
top and the water returning to a 
connection at the bottom of the 
separator, through a pipe line, thence 
Into the big hole between the drive 
pipe and tubing Chemical teste 
show that ahale gaa contains 88.1 
l>er cent methane and ethane and 
practically no nitrogen or oxygen, 
which are noncombuatlble gases. 

Tha lima gaa eoatalnq qt tg-dagraaa 
Fahrenheit and at eight-pound pres¬ 
sure. 880 to 890 BTU'a (British Ther¬ 
mal l*nlts). TMs content la higher 
than that of many sand gases, which 
fact la pointed out aa a basis for 
Its value aa a domestic or Industrial 
fuel. 

BANDIT TO STAND 

TRIAL IN CALIFORNIA

indictment, containing one count of 
murder, four of robbery and one of

Jailed In Detroit, Michigan, last Sat¬ 
urday.

Jacobson, a I*asadena 
youth, who tried to defend his girl 
companion on the night of January 2 
la»t in the foothills near here. 

The four counts of robbery charge 
the bandit with having stolen hun¬ 
dreds of dollars* worth of diamonds 
and money from his victims, while 
the other count was prompted by ths 
testimony of a young woman who al¬ 
leged she was robbed and attackod 
by Dunlap.

I. Traeger. with a strong guard 
of deputies, was preparing to leave 
for the eastern city to return with 
the alleged bandit.
